Surprised That He Should Be Charged 
With Responsibility for tbe Indian 
Disorders, 

Lo.NuoN, Nov. 22. — A well informed 
correspondent at Cabul, the capital of 
Afghanistan, writinu from that city un- 
der date of September 20, gives an ac- 
count of an interview which be had witli 
the Ameer of Afghanistan in w hich the 
Ameer, referring to tbe rising of the 
tribes on tbe frontier of Britisti India, 
eaid : *' I cannot imagine bow anyone 
can think that I am responsible for tbe 
actiona of the Haddab Mullah, who in- 
c!.i(,a.luu iliti Ciuuuieu, for it is he wlio 
raised tbe revolt of tlie Shinwarries and 
other tribea against me shortly after my 
aeceSBion. I inquired into his ante- 
cedents and failed to discover his tribe, 
caste or birth place. I umy know he 
profeaees to Mohanimedauiam and haa 
great infUienco among Mussulmans of 
the border tribea. 

" When my governor at Jolallabiid re- 
cently stopped the Haddah jMullah's 
followers from leaving Afghanistan, they 
said they had the right to tight the 
English, for their leaders had told them 
I had given them permiseion to do bo. 
My governor thereupon arrested several 
of the leaders who were carrying green 
jehead (holy war) flags. He sent them 
to Cabul, where they are now m prison, 
and I know how to deal with them." 

One of the ofiiuials of the Durbar, tbe 
letter adds, remarked: "Indeed these 
men are rascals."

agea as a guarantee of compliancn with 
the will of the govenmient. The Khyber 
pass will be reopened in the manner the 
government deems adviaable, and all 
the Afridis' tribal allowances are forfeit- 
ed by their misconduct.

WEYLER OF S05IE ACCOUNT, 

Spanish Government Warned That He May 
Even Upset the Dynasty. 

London, Nov. 22, — The Standard to 
day warns the Spanish government that 
a personage capable of " exacting hom- 
age from such diverse elements as the 
Oarliats, advanced Republicans, Con- 
servatives and workmen's aBaociatione, 
as did General Weyler at Corunna, is 
capable of developing into a popular 
hero who may upset the government, 
and even the dynasty, unless care is 
taken." 

B.\iici;i,0N.\, Nov. 22. — It ia currently 
reported here that friends of General 
Weyler, who ia no A' on his way from 
Corunna on board the Spanish steamer 
Montserrat, have advised him not to 
lanil here, but to remain atPalma, capi- 
tal of the island of Majorca, his birth- 
place, aa they fear the popular excite- 
meut here will create serious complica- 
tions, the responBlbility for which will 
be visited upon him. 

A VISIT TO ROME. 

A lilontreal Prelate Before His Holiness- 
Canadian Bishops Upheld. 

RoMij, Nov. 22,— The Pope in receiv- 
ing the Archbishop of Montreal, Mon- 
aeignenr Brucheei, to-day, expressed 
special affection for the Canadian peo- 
ple. Later the ArcbbiBhop presented to 
His Holiness ten new pupils of the Col- 
lege of Rome. Tbe Pope, in addressing 
the young men, recommended tbeni to 
study liard in order to second the eObrte 
of the bishops, and to always maintain a 
cloEe union with them aa with the Su- 
preme Pontilf. The Pope then presented 
Archbishop Bruchesi with a magnificent 
cameo portrait of himself. The An.h- 
bishop will start for .Spain on Wednea- 
day next and will viait the tombpf St. 
Lago de Cumpostella, to whose memory 
the cathedral of Montreal was dedi- 
cated. 

The }\)pe'a encyclical on the Manitoba 
school queetion will not bo published lor 
some days to come, but it Is underalood 
that it confirms the stand taken by the 
Canadian bishops. 

A MELBOURNE FIRE. 

Entire City Block Destroyed With Loss of 
Nearly a fillllion Dollars, 

M i;i.Hoi-|[.N'i:, Australia, Nov. 22. — Fire 
which liroke out at '-1 o'clock yesterday 
destroyed withiu three hours an entire 
block of buildings bounded by Elizabeth, 
Klinders and Swauaton streets, and 
Flinders lane, with ihe exception of two 
on SsvauHton nireet. The insurance 
comjmiiiea lose ^^7I!0,U00, of whicli amount 
.f')00,t)0i) will fall on British companies. 
Australian companies will lose tlie re- 
mainder.

W.\sii[Nr.T0N, Nov. 22.— One of the 
moat important features of the Behriug 
sea negotiations not heretofore dieclosed 
is that in the event that Great Britain 
and Canada consent to a aiispenaion of 
pelagic sealing for one year, the United 
States at the same time will agree to a 
Buspension of all killing of seals for one 
year on tbe PribylofT islands, constitut- 
ing the American possessions in Behring 
sea. 

Aa the islands are a part of the 
United States territory, no question has 
ever ariten aa to the right ot the United 
States to do as it chooses as to the sjals 
on the islands and within three miles of 
shore, the three miles being a part of the 
islands according to international law. 
During the rei;ent negotiations the 
Canadians took the ground that if any 
suapension was to oi;cur it would be in- 
equitable to ask them to auapeud eealing 
in the outer waters while at the same 
time the United States persisted in seal- 
ing in the inner waters and on land. 

The contention of the United States 
waa primarily for the auBpension of pel- 
auic sealing, but under the exigency of 
the case it was felt that if a suspension 
of pelagic sealinK could be secured, it 
would be reasonable to concede a similar 
suspension within United States terri- 
tory. It was lu this form that the 
final propoaitiona took shape. The 
A raerican propoaition includes the Pri- 
byloil' islands in the jiroposed one year 
suspension, so that '^f Canada agrees to 
the suspension it will apply to the is- 
lands aa well as to the high seas. The 
proposition follows the recommendation 
of the Paris court of arbitration, which 
BugKested a temporary eusijeusiou of 
eealing on land and sea. 

Ill the event of agiKement between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
Canada, the right of the North American 
Commercial Company to take sealesuec- 
easarily would terminate for a year. It 
is said the right of eminent domain gives 
the government authority for vacating 
the lease for this period without refer- 
ence to the wiehea of the company. But 
aside from this it is understood that the 
company woOld not stand on any tech- 
nical rights, but would regard the con- 
cessiona granted by Canada of such great 
advantage in the preservation oi seala as 
to warrant a suapension on the Pribylofl' 
ialauds during tiio 6tij)n!ated one year. 



TO SETTLE THE BOUNDARY. 

Congress to Be Asked lor An Appropriation 
to lie Applied Along the Great 
Lakes. 

Nkw YoiiK, Nov. 22.— iieviewing the 
legislation to be before congress, which 
will assemble in Washington two weeks 

from to-daj', the Washington oorrea- 
pundent of the Tribune eaya : "What- 
ever may bo the fateot the eealing nego- 
tiatioiia and the various preiiarations 
aU'ecting tlie relations between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, whicli have been 
aiibmitted by nnd on behalf of the 
Dominion, it haa become evident 
that the settlement of the Northern 
boundary question, which has been in 
part an open one for more than a cen- 
tury, cannot much longer be eafely de- 
laved. That (luesliuu, eo far as it relates- 
tu the charting of tbe boundary line 
nhich traverses lake Erie, ia in a vague 
and unsatisfactory condition, which 
leads to frequent trespass and 
collisions of authority, and the same 
coiiseciuences result from the fact that the 
boundary line between the United 
States and ( ireat Britain from the north 
shore of Lake .Superior to the Lake of 
the Woods had never yet been surveyed 
or marketl by iiileriiatioiial airreement. 
Ill Ihe last coiigiess a joint resolution 
having both objects in view wan favor- 
ably reported Iroui the coiiiiiiittee on 
foreiu'ii allaiis ot the tiout^e, but no action 
takf-u. rida is a auliject of importance 
not only to the inhabitants of Ohio, 
Wichiiran and Minnesota, and the in- 
habitanlH along the border of C.anada, 
but to all Ihe jieoplo of the United 
Slates as well, and the ditliculties of a 
juat and equitable settlement of it in- 
crease with every year's delay.

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A Montreal Colonel Publicly Flouts 
the Coiuniander of tbe Can- 
adian Korcea. 



The Department Mnst Now Inter- 
vene in the Matter— The Hali- 
fax Walk-Out. 



Ottawa, Nov. 22.— Col. Strathy, the 

fire eating commander of tl19Fif1.l1 Royal 
Scots of Montrenl, will be brought to 
book for his alleged impertinent rufor- 
ences to General Gascoigne. The de- 
partment will first ask him whether the 
interview reported in tbe newspapere is 
correct, and if Col. Strathy admits its 
authenticity he will likely get hie walk- 
ing ticket, and the present difBeulty in 
the battalion will be settled sooner than 
anticipated. 

Montreal, Nov, 22. — In an interview 
Lieut. -Col. Strp.thy, commnnding tlie 
Fifth Royal Soots, tiiiyfi: " To the weak- 
iiesa and indecision of General Gascoigne 
hiiiieelf is due the growth of difficulties 
in the regiment. He gave importance 
to trillee, instead of promptly settling 
them as most generals would have done 
when they commenced eighteen months 
iigo, and as was recommended to be done 
by uiu, oflicially to headquarters at that 
time. J le appointed a court of ■.nquiry 
twelve montlia afterwards and this court 
eat for two months without discovering 
anything that could form the basis of a 
charge. Why did he allow an inquiry 
until he had Bomething definite in the 
shape of a charge? 

"Not being able to discover anything 
either before the inquiry commenced or 
since it finished its labors, that could be 
the subject of a court martial in an im- 
perial regiment, he angrily lectures the 
two senior oflicers, and then imparts 
what he has done to the press. How 
could a general otiicer commanding ex- 
pect that such a public onslaught in the 
press would tenil to the restoration of 
military disciiiline? Did any one ever 
hear of such undignitieil conduct in a 
majjr-general? 

" General Gascoigne may be a great 
soldier — I leave that matter to the record 
of his services past and the record he ap- 
pears to be making now ; but when he 
ralks about officers being lacking in tact 
and consideration, I must tell -him that 
his own conduct sbows he has not stud- 
ied even the primer of diplomacy. It 
is not General Gascoigne's scolding that 
can settle this matter. 

" I repeat, the whole difliculty is due 
to General Gascoigne's weak and dawd- 
ling policy, which he is nov trying to 
conceal in ill-feigned indignation at two 
officers who, according to his own ad- 
mission, have committed no ofl'tince.

I have tried to make the discipline good, 
because I am proud of the regiment; I 
love the service, and, it need be, I am 
willing to eerv^ i;; t'l? ranks witli the 
colore at my country's call. 

" 5ut, I am tlie commanding officer of 
the regiment. I owe a duty to the otti- 
cersand men who have given to me a 
loyal and warm support, and all of whom 
respect honest, steady discipline ; and I 
refuse to he browbeaten by a general 
who confesses he has no charge against 
me. 

" It might have been a breach of dis- 
cipline, were it not for General Gas- 
coigne's example, to reply in the news- 
paper press ; but it must be remembered 
that I am now speaking in self-defence, 
in the interest of the regiment, and when 
no other resource is left, and if I have 
carried the war into Africa, I am simply 
follo.ving the example of the major- 
general tiimHelf." 

Halifax, Nov. 22. — Tlie Jlinister of 
r^Iilitia, Or. llorden, to-day met a num- 
ber of the 06th officers who had reaiyncd 
and talked over the situation with them. 
A suggestion was made that they witli 
draw ttieir resignations, pending an in- 
vestigation.

ABBITBATION NO NEABEB. 

No Recent Action Between Great Britain 
and tlie United States and Mo New 
Treaty in Prospect. 

Washington, Nov. 22. — It is stated 
from an authoritative source that no re- 
cent negotiations have occurred between 
Secretary Sherman and Sir .Tuliau 
Pauncefote, the British ambassador, 
concerning a new arbitration treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. No exchange of notes lias oc- 
carred between Mr. Sherman and Lord 
Salisbury on this subject, and Sir .Julian 
haa not spoken of the matter since he 
returnetl to Washington eouie weeks ago 
from London. 

Those explicit statements wore called 
out by detailed reports recently jiub- 
lished, one of them l)oing sent from 
Washington to Loudon newspapers to 
till) effect that negotiations on the new 
treaty had progressed to the final stage. 
Wlien the ambassador recovers from ids 
present attack of rheumatism which 
confined him to liis room, he probably 
will discuss the treaty matter with Mr. 
Sherman. This might lead to the 
opening of official negotiations between 
the two eovornments, althoujjh the 
present outlook is auainst any step what- 
ever toward a now treaty. 



MEXICAN POLICE SENTENCED. 

Ten of Tliose Concerned in tlie Arroyo Mur- 
der to Suirer tlie Extreme reiially. 

Mic.Mco, Nov. 22.— Tlie great trial of 
Arroyo's inurderera is over, terminating 
this afternoon with the sentence of death 
pronounced on ten of the police officials 
and police concerned. Tlie jury were 
out seven hours. The prisonufa took the 
verdict coolly. Bellido waa seiitenced to 
eleven months iniprisonnient, and Cuel- 
ler, who bought tlie knives at tlie order 
of his master, tlie late inspector-general 
Velasquez, and also Bravo, were acquit- 
ted and set free. 



RAILWAY NAVVIES' ADVENTURE. 

Two Camps Flooded by Sudden Rise in the 
Belly River. 

Letiibiiidgk, Nov. 22, — (Special) — The 
recent cold caused the formation of ica 
on portions of the Belly river and effect- 
ed a sudden rise of the water which 
flooded two railroad construction cam])s 
near here. Tliirty men narrowly es- 
caped with their lives. The rise was so 
rapiil that two men were imprisoned in 
a tent for two hours. By climbing the 
tent pole, tearing a hole in the canvas 
and wading through one hundred yards 
on ice cold water,' they were saved from 
certain death. Several men were badly 
frost bitten, the foreman, Sam Henton, 
so severely that he waa removed to the 
hospital. 

THE WHEELMEN'S TROUBLES. 

The Pacific Coast Problem Laid Before the 
Frealdent of the L.A.W. 

New Yokk, Nov. 22, — A conference 
between President Potter of the Leajjue 
of American Wheelman and President 
Orr of the Canadian Wheelmen's Aseo- 
ciation relative to the Paciflc Coast 
cycling difficulties, waa held here to-day. 
Mr. Orr explained that while the C. W. 
A. did not desire to strain its present 
pleasant relations with the L..\,W., iu 
justice to the British Columbia division 
it could not debar the members of the 
Pai:ific Coast association from competing 
in British Columbia race meets. Mr. 
Orr also asked (or the support of the L. 
A. W. in securing the international 
championship meet for Canada in 189'J.

KASLO'S SIL7EK MINES. 

Oevelop'.nent of One of the Most PromisinR 
Properties in the Slocan District by 
a Victji ia Company. 

After ;i four months' sojourn in ICiislo, 
Mr. A. J, iMoLellan is aRnin in town for 
the winter mootlre. Mr. McLellan baa 
been superintunding the work ol dovel- 
oping the Kimberly mine, in which he, 
with eeveral prominent Victorians, la in- 
terested, about nine miles from Kftaio 
Oity. He has now discontinued work 
on account of the depth of anew — live 
feet — making the labor of packing in pro- 
viaions much more costly than the na- 
ture of the ore being taken out would 
warrant. Abotit 360 feet of tunnel work 
has been done on two levels, No. l, or 
that situated some distance up the 
mountain aide, having been driven 120 
feet, while the lower level, or No. '2, is 
now in 150 feet. In addition to theao 
there is a abort tunnel about midway 
between the two miiin workinf»B, and nil 
these are in ore, although it will be about 
100 feet further in bofoiu eolid ore is en- 
countered. That beiug taken out at 
preat-'nt, wbich ia a concentrating ore, is 
beiui; pileii on the duinp,au'aitint; trans- 
portation facililita before beinu treated. 
The average asQaya run (jo ounces in sil- 
ver and 70 per cent, of lead. Tlio ."\Ioii- 
tezuina company, in ttio same neiprbbor- 
hood, havp expended about $50,000 on 
reduction works and a tramway, and at 
the time of Mr. McLellan's departure it 
was expectpd that both would be in op- 
eration by December 1. 

" There ia no movement at all iu real 
estate," continued Mr. McLellan, " aa 
owing to the very unstable condition oi 
silver business men do not feel inclin:id 
to invest in that, line, althou^^h with 
most of the mines at present being work- 
ed about Kaslo the lead contained in tbo 
oro |)aya for the treatment so (hat what- 
ever silver there ia is all clear gain. 
AVith silver at 50 cents there is an ini- 
menfe fortune in every mine in that 
vicinity. Iu fact, if it were not for the 
duty ctiarged on lead shipped into tbo 
United States, it would pay to work 
Bome of tlie mines aa lead mines alone. 
Oar only available market of tins metal 
at present ia across the line, and '2 cents 
ft pound is practically proliibitive. II 
we l;ad reduction worka in lirilisli Ool- 
umlna tliat could liandle lead orea, there 
ought to be a big thing in it, for a large 
bnaineas in this line coald be done with 
China and Japnn aa well aa with Eastern 
Canada. 

At present all the mines about Kaslo 
are raw hiding orea to the railway, and 
it is astonishing to note the immense 
increase in the ahipments of ore within 
tlie past few weeks, Amoni; these 
shippinu mines may be mentionetl the 
Ruth, Payne, Whitewater, Slocan .'^tar 
and Reco, all of which are shipping 
steadily. The day before 1 left, the Pilot 
Bay smelter started up full blast, and 
had about 4,000 tons of ore on hand. 
These works have passed into the liands 
of a firm who operate large smelting 
works in Denver, and who know what 
tliey are about. 

" .Although about live feotof snow bad 
fallen the weather at Kaslo has not been 
cold, but instead of enow most sections 
of the country appear to hare bad a de- 
luge of rain. I was three days on the 
trip from Kaslo to Victoria, as all the 
railway lines were BufTering from waah- 
ontB." 

Mr. McLellan concladed by saying 
that, since his return to Victoria, he bad 
noted the changed tone of business men 
in this city, and although only absent 
from llie city since July the signs of re- 
turning prosperity immediately forced 
tbemaelves upon his attention.

Probably hun- 
dreda of private familiea-would be pre- 
pared to furnlBh sleeping rooms. Doubt- 
Ibrb moBt of the hotel-keopere will have 
a list of Biioh pliices to which miesta can 
bo tent when Iho liotcla arc crowded. 
Those who are willhit;; to open their 
houses ill thi.n way wniild do well tu act 
iipju ihia noliae and decide upon their 
plana. Whether or not it ia desirable to 
have a public office where persona can 
register their addresses when they are 
prepared to take guests, and from which 
guests could be sent out, is a matter 
upon which wo do not feel very clear. 
Aa a rule, wo prefer to have such things 
left to private enterprise. Oar only rea- 
son for bringing the subject up ia that it 
naay not be overlooked. 



A TAX ON COAL. 

The Bo-called Liberal platlonn deelarea 
for a tax on the outp'Jt of the coal 
mines. Three daily papers, the Times, 
the NewB-Advertlser and the Colambian, 
have declared in favor oi this tax. We 
presume, therefore, that they are pre- 
pared to give the public a little informa- 
tion about how it will work. Will they, 
or aoine one of them, kindly answer the 
following questions: 

If a tax is put upon the coal produced 
in British Columbia minea, will the 
mine ownero not add the amount of the 
tax to the price of the coal, and if not, 
why not? 

If they do add the tax to the price of 
the coal, will not tlie conaumera of the 
coal pay the tax, and if not, why not? 

Ib it probable that British Golumbia 
coal mine owners will be able to add tiio 
propoEbd tax to the price of the coal sold 
in San Francieco, where it comea into 
competition with other coal, besides 
being subject to a duty? 

If they cannot add it to coal sold in 
San Francisco, will they not probably 
add the tax upon the whole output to 
the price of auch portion aa ia sold in 
British Columbia, and if not, why not? 

If the conaumera either here or else- 
where pay the tax by paying an in 
creased price for their coal, how will the 
proposed inipc^^t be in point of fact a tax 
upon the " coal barons "? 

We submit that unless these questions 
can be aatiafactorily answered, the coal 
tax plank in the so called platform will 
haVd to be abandoned. 



ARE WE PREPARED FOR FT.' 

Are the people of Victoria prepared for 
the apringrush to the Yukon? The Col 

o.NisT endeavored on .Sunday to give 
some idea of what the deiiiaiiu fur sup 
|)liee and traiiajiortation will bt^ Thou 
aamld of tlioee who come to the Coast on 
account of the advertising done by .Se- 
attle and Taooraa, will find their way to 
Victoria and Vancouver. The outrage 
0U8 falsehoods circulated against the lat 
ter cities \vill not deceive miners another 
year. The IClonilyke is in Canada, and 
when tliia ia oiico ii(>nerally iimlonitood 
we will tind a rush from L'liitoil Siiitea 
ciiiea to Canadian cities toouttit. The 
people who will thus conie, added to 
those who will come direct to Britiel 
Columbia points, will seriously tax the 
utmost facililieB that we can provide. 

While none of tlioee who are bount 
North will remain v.-ith iia any longer 
than ihey can avoid, delay in Eucuring 
QUtfita and the sailing time of steamers 
will render it inevitable that a great 
many will be obliged to stop over for a 
few days. What ia the capacity of Vic- 
toria for taking care of eeveral thousand 
people for several dayaV This is a quea- 
tio!i which cannot bu anawored too soon. 
Primarily tho hotels will look after those 
who come, but if the number is what wo 
think it will be, the capacity of the 
hotels will be soon eshauated. 
This is a matter in which we 
are all concerned, for none of us can 
afl'ord to have it said that the city ia un- 
able to take care of those who come 
hero. Wo BUggest that it ia time for 
some concerted action to be taken in 
order to ascertain bow many people can 
be accommodated by the existing ar- 
rangementa, and what can bo done to 
increase tho number, The most im- 
portant question ia that of sleeping nc- 
commoilation. Restaurants can bc3 ex- 
temporized, if neceasar}', and when men 
have all day in which to get something 
to eat, they are sure to get it, if tliey 
have money in their pooketa. They can 
take their tnrna at the tables. Bui they 



THE MORTOAOE TAX. 

The Columbian realises the hole into 
which it has got itself over what it and 
some others call the Mortgage Tax, As 

long aa they were iiorniitted to prate 
about tho abolition of thia all.3gcd tax 
without bi-in^r piimetl down to the facts 
and tho hi'.v, cverylbing wont awim- 
mingly ; but the moment they are con- 
fronted with the practical question in- 
volved, they fly off into what they im- 
agine is sarcasm and begin to impute 
motives to those with whom tluy 
disagree. The Coi.o.'.'lst told tho 
Columbian that it was prepared to 
join it in advocating any plan where- 
by the man who loana money on 
mortgage can be compelled to pay 
tue taxes on it; but was not pre- 
pared to advocate a change in the law 
which would enable the money-lender 
to escape taxation and place tho taxea, 
which he ought to bear, upon the 
ehouldera of the owners of the real 
estate throughout tho province generally. 
Thia was to bring the qneation down to 
a practical issue; hnt thia is exactly 
what tho Coiumbiau does not want. 
There is collected in this province every 
year some :flG,000 personal [iroperty tax. 
How much of this ia collected upon per- 
sonal property secured by mortgage wo 
do not know. Whatever the amount is, 
the Colambian wants it to be no longer 
collected. It would like to have ti e 
revenue law amended so aa to read Ihtit 
money invested on mortgage shall imt 
be subject to taxation. Money in Ibe 
bank, or in its owner's pocket, or in- 
vested in stocks, bonds, sharea or any 
other species of security, money in- 
vested in a farm or factory or store, 
money, in abort, placed anywhere that 
can bo suggested except on mortgage 
should remain taxed, bat the moment a 
man loaned the money on mortgage it 
should be at once freed from taxation. 
Thia is tho policy for which the Colum- 
bian contends. If thia policy were made 
the law, the taxea which would no 
longer be paid upon money secured by 
mortgage would have to be levied upon 
the land direct. The Columbian must 
be prepared to advocate that. If it does 
not, will it kinilly say from what source 
it proposea to get the revenue tliat will 
be lost by relieving money loaned on 
mortgages from taxation? Will it also 
kindly aay if it meana that only such 
money as is loaned on mortgages on 
land shall he exempt? If it does not, 
will it kindly devise a section to be 
added to tho levenuo law that will jire- 
vent men who have money to invest in 
anything from taking advantage of the 
proposed exemption? 

We do not see how the Columbian can 
very well escape answering these ques- 
tions. The so-called Liberal platform 
demands the abolition of tho [Mortgage 
Tax. Surely it will not bo said that 
this demand baa been made without care 
having been first taken to provide against 
the above contingencies. If the framers 
of that platform, or the newspapers 
which uphold it, really know what they 
propose to do, ought they not to take the 
public into their confidence a little'.' We 
might go even further than tiie plat- 
form and demand that all taxea be re- 
))aakd. Thia would be a very popular 
thing. Bat if we did so, we would ex- 
pect to be able to show how the country 
could got along without any taxes. So 
wo say that when a political party and 
ita orgmia declare for tlie abolition oi a 
tax, they ought to bo iirci>arecl to ahow 
how it iMu be ulioliuhed, so that its abol- 
ition will not bo abused, and how the 
country ia going to get the money which 
it will lose by taking off the tax. We do 
not expect an answer; for it ia very 
much easier to abuse the Colonist than 
to meet ita arguments. 



TIIE BALANCE OF TRADE. 

In a speech recently delivered in Rlan- 
choator, Lord lioeebery jiolnted out that 
wlioreaa in ISlii tho importa of the 
United Ivingdom wore valued at tTti,- 
000,000 and the exports at X7l,000,000, 
in 1800 the former reached £-141, 808,000 
and the latter £296,370,000. The noble 
lord very aptly aaid that " comment on 
these ligurea would rob them of their 
importance and weight." 

It muy not be amiaa, however, to point 
out how completely these figures upset 
what is called the "balance of trade" 
ttieory. A very great many people be- 
lieve that when the exports of a country 
exceed its imports it ia neeeflsarily in 
the hey-day of jirosperity ; but Great 
Britain has grown steadily richer with a 
conatant so-called adverse trade balance. 
What ia tlie explanation of this? Prob- 
ably none can be offered tiiat will meet 
every aspect ol the case; but a few illus- 



trations can be given that will cast some 
light upon it. Take a very simple one 
to begin with. 

A farmer's wife raises a dozen turkeys, 
which coat her, let ua eay, 50 oenta each 
by the time they are fit for market. She 
takes them into town, eclla them for $1.00 
each and Ouya $12 worth of dry goods. 
This transaction will atand thus : J<;x- 
ports of the farm. Turkeys, $0.00 ; Im- 
ports of tho farm. Dry goods, $12.00 ; 
balance of trade, $6.00. -But no one 
would call it an adverse Imlance. Sup- 
pose instead of buying goods with all 
the proceeds of her turkeys, she pays a 
atore bill of $8.00 and brings home goods 
for the balance, tho transaction will 
atand, Exports, .$0.00; Imports, $1.00; 
but aa she haa paid her bill of $8.00, she 
has made just as much money as in the 
former case. Suppose that instead of tak- 
ing either gooda or money for her turkeys, 
she loavea tho price to her credit, tl:e 
case will atand: Ivxports, $(1.00 ; imjiorta, 
nil; but she baa made just as much as 
before. Sappoae, again, that she finds 
the market overstocked and her turkeys 
only bring what they cost her, the cnso 
vrould stand: Exports, $6.00; importa, 
$t).00; and her only profit will consist in 
the fact that she haa exchanged what she 
diti not want for somelliing that she did 
want. The iiitorcliange of ijooda between 
nations conforms to juat auch principles 
aa the above transaction in turkeys. You 
cannot tell what the balance of profit or 
loss is simply from the value of the goods 
passing in and ont of a country. 

Of course in considering international 
hu9inee.s tranaactiona very many other 
thiuga must betaken into account besides 
the cost of the goods, auch as freight, in- 
Burauce, commissions, interest, under- 
valuation, etc. Take tho (lueatiou of 
f I eight: Beef can be bought hero at eay 
seven cents a pound ; it would be worth 
probably .$1.00 a pound at Dawson City ; 
but we were told tho other day that a 
man had cached his beef on Lake Ben- 
nett because it would cost .$.5.00 a pound 
to take It down the river on the ice 
Take the questions of commission and 
undervaluation. In lSS-1 the United 
States commiaaioner for agriculture said 
that 20 per cent, would have to bo added 
to the scheduled value of tho importa of 
that country to cover these two items 
Again, it is important to know who doea 
thi: freighting. If the exporta and im 
pjrtaof a country are carried in its own 
botton.s, the result on the question of 
profit iir loss is very different to what it 
ia if cu rled in foreign bottoms. More- 
over, a transaction may pasa through 
many iiliases Ijcforo it can bo finally bal 
anced. Thus a Victoria merchant may 
sell salmon in London, draw against it 
to pay for sugar in Honolulu, 
sell the sugar in New York 
and draw against it to pay 
for hams and bacon in Chicago to be 
taken to Klondyke to be sold there. Of 
course no merchant would keep track of 
a shipment of salmon in this way. His 
part of the buainesa, ao far aa the money 
went, would simply consist in getting 
credit at his bank for what he received 
and drawing against it; but this might 
bo the way in which hia busineaa was, 
in point of fact, carried on. 

The iiuiiortance of these conaidera 
tions at present conaista in the fact that 
we are approaching a time when commer 
cial questions will be forced to the front 
all over tho British Empire. Lord Eoae- 
bery's sjieecb, referred to above, clearly 
indicates this. It is deairalile, there 
fore, that tho public mind should be lid 
of the fallacy, which has turned more 
than one presidential election in the 
United States, that when exports eX' 
ceod importa the country is necessarily 
prosperous; but when imports exceed 
exjiorts, the country ia in a bad way. 

Wi: do not care as a general thing to 
comment upon tho manner in xi hich the 
judges perform their duties; but it is 
right that tho court should know how 
judicial acts are regarded by the public. 
There ia no use to attempt to diaguiai! the 
fact thai the lenient sentence imposeil 
upon Cummings lor attempting the life of 
Bailey has produced a \ cry unfavoruhle 
impression. There is a general opinion 
that Cummings had a great deal of pro- 
vocation for what he did, and that, in 
the state of mind in which he must have 
been when he found his wife gone, he 
was hardly responsible for hia coiuiuct 
But too much allowance seems to have 
been made for this in the sentence. Ho 
did attempt Bailey 'a life; he did delib 
erately plan for that purpose. It seems 
a cause for regret, therefore, that be was 
not made to feel that even an injured 
man cannot take the law into hia hands 
with impunity; and the sentence is so 
light that he cannot be said to have 
been.

The prisoners found guilty at the jtist 
concluded assizes yesterday morning re- 
ceived their sentences, and before the 
judges took their seats on the bench, the 
crowd of spectators as usual indulged in 
careless speculation as to what the dif- 
ferent prisoners "would get." When 
the Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Mc- 
Coll were seated, Antonio Reda, con- 
victed of unlawfully wounding, was 
placed in the dock and asked if he had 
anything to say why sentence should not 
be pronounced on him, 

Mr. Fell, who had defended lleda, 
spoke for ids client, urging that the 
court should take a lenient view of the 
case. Though Reda had perhaps taken 
stronger measures than he should in 
using the knife, lie had not been the ag- 
gressor, but had been defending himself 
from the attack of the three other men. 
The court too should remember that 
Reda had already been in jail for seven 
months. 

The Chief Justice in pronouncing sen- 
tence said that it was perfectly true that 
the jury had taken a lenient view of the 
case, instead of bringing in a verdict for 
a more serious olleace. Still it was 
by the greatest good fortune that the 
prisoner had not had to answer to a 
charge of murder. The use of a knife to 
settle a quarrel could not be too strong- 
ly condemned, and called for the 
maximum sentence allowed by the code, 
three years in the penitentiary, the sen- 
tence to date from the time the prisoner 
was tirst arrested, lieda must also find 
sureties in the sum of .tl,000 to keep the 
peace for two years or in default he must 
be impriaoned for an additional year 

Thomas Gumminge, found guilty of 
attempting to murder Hallett Bailey, 
was sentenced by Mr. Justice McColl. 

Foi the prisoner, his counsel, Mr. H. 
Dallas Ilelmcken, (J.C., reminded the 
court that the jury had brought in a 
recommendation to mercy. The prisoner 
asked to express hie extreme regret tor 
what had happened. At the time of the 
shooting he was in such a state of mind 
that he hardly knew what had hap- 
nened. The man coming back from a 
long voyage bad found his home vacant 
and his wife gone, and this great provo- 
cation had been the reason of his action. 

Mr. Justice McColl in passing sen- 
tence said he had given tire subject a 
great deal of anxious consideration. 
Ue could understand how the prisoner's 
mind— snffering from the provoca- 
tion he had received — had been so 
far unhinged, that the man did not 
realize the act that ho had been about to 
commit, although the prisoner had 
shown jiremeditfttion in his actions. 
The court was disposed to give full etlect 
to the recommendation to mercy and he 
hoped that during his term in prison the 
prisoner would seriously consider the 
pusiiiiiTi into which hia act bad brought 
liini. The sentence would be six inoiitlia 
imprisonment without hard labor, and 
CuramingH riiuHt also give sureties in the 
sum of ^1,(HH) to keep the peace for two 
years. 

Upon Jen Wing coming up for sen- 
tence for stealing jewelry from Dr. Ver- 
rinder's house, the Chief Justice ro- 

ipieated Mr. McLean, the interjireter, to 
fay wiiether the proinisc held out lo 
tliH jirisoner of not being prosecuted in 
case he disclosed where the jewelry 
was hidden, was hefore or alter the 
prisoner hail discovered the place of the 
jewelry to the police. 

I\Ir. .McLean replied that it was before' 
the discovery and in answer t i another 
;|UeBti(iii stated that tie had i'fcn em- 
ployed to assist the police fur l.r. \'i'r- 
rinder and his promise wat liy hia 
authority. 

The Chief Justice said that he could 
not see how it was that the man bad 
been prosecuted after the promiee made 
him. 

Jlr. A. G. Smith for the 
crown explained that the crown bad 
not given anyone authority to bold 
out such an inducement. 

The Chief Justice replied that had it 
not been for the prisoner's discovering 
the place of the jewelry there would 
have been no evidence upon which he 
could have been convicted. l''ailh must 
bo kept with the prisoner.

Rfquosta for Invcstigatious f'nuuot

The City Council bad a short and 
amicable meeting last night, at which 
bneineaa was pushed through promptly 
iiiid with very little discuaeion, 

One ot tlie mn^t important subjecta 
dealt with was a report from the City 
Engineer declaring, in regard to Mr. J. 
Gerhard Tiarke' letter of last week about 
the OBcillation of James' Bay bridge, 
tbat the structure ie perfectly safe. The 
report, which read as follows, was filed ; 
Victoria, November 22, 1E97. 

To the Ma lor ami Coinirll. 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to 
acknowledge ilie receipt of a copy of a 
letter received by your honorable l)pdy 
Irom Mr. J. Gerhard Tiarks in »bicE he 
calls attention to the oscillation he ob- 
served on James Bay bridge caused by 
the passage of a heavily loaded vehicle. 
In reply 1 would state tliat there ahvaya 
has been more or leea oscillation from 
the cause referred to, but binco the re- 
cent nitroductfon of a uuuiber 
of pile bents, wliicb Bhorteii the 
original spans of about 81 feet to spans 
of aljoiit -S feet, the bridj^e is not nearly 
BO niiich Hll'ected by the jiassage of heavy 
loads iia it was previously ; it is also 
much stronger. I consider it is perfectly 
sale at the presenttiaie for the trallic ii 
is re(iaired to carry, and witli proper at- 
tention will be f;ood for about another 
year, after which time it should be re- 
placed by a more permanent roadway.

I may al.so 
state that the children were not returned 
to their parents fully restored to health 
as stated. I hope that you will bold an 
investigation at an early date aa I have 
serious charges to make against officials 
in charge of the case. I trust Aid. Mc- 
Oandless will not move this " received 
and filed " as the case is of too serious a 
nature. W. II. I3uadi:n. 

Aid. McGregor moved that the letter 
be filed. If Mr. Braden had charges to 
make let him do so in writing;, other- 
wise it could not be expected that an in- 
vestigation should be ordered. 

Aid. McCandlesB did not think it well 
to pass the matter over. An investiaa- 
tiou was only fair to the sanitary officer, 
in whom the alderman bad perfect con- 
fidence as an efficient and faithful ser- 
vant of the city. If Mr. Braden had any 
charges let him make them. 

Aid. McGregor explained that his 
motion was not for the purpose of ahirk- 
in^; an inquiry, but it was only right 
that before an investigation was ordered 
Mr. Braden should make definite 
ctiarijea in writing. 

Tins was the general view taken by 
the council, and Aid. McGregor 's motion 
was accordingly carried. 

A request from the board of parkcom- 
misaiouers of Tacoina to purchase a pair 
01 swans from the city led Aid. Mc- 
Caudless to euKgest that, instead of sell- 
ing the birds, Victoria should present 
mem to the city over the Sound. 

Aid. Hall, as chairman of the park 
committee, was very agreeable to this, 
and the committee were accordingly 
authorized to make the present. 

\Y . Kulgway Wilson, ou behiill of Mr. 
Henry Young, asked aa Mr. 'I'ounii'a 
house on Miclngan street had to be dis- 
connecied with the box drain, that ho 
l)e allowed to lay an iron pipe under the 
street, at his own expenhe, to connect 
with the permanent sewer on Men/.ies 
. street. Tiiis was grantetl. 

A complaint from (ieorgina Hale that 
the water from tliC street overflowed her 
lot on Xortli Chatham street, was refer- 
red to the city engineer to act. 

Among other letters read was onefrom 
city priming firms saying it was under- 
stood that T. GusBck, who bad received 
the contract for appeal bookB, had been 
allowed to get the work at a higher price 
than his first tender. The writers pro- 
tested against any such favoritism being 
shown. 

The Mayor explained that the writers 
were evidently misinformed, as Mt. 
Uueack was carryin-^ out hla conlnict at 
his original tender of U'.i cents a page. 

I'rior street property owners asked for 
a sidewalk, the latter being referred to 
the street conjniitlee to report. 

The street committee recommended 
that the Bank of Montreal ia not entitled 
to any contribution towards their perm- 
anent sidewalk aa they were allowed the 
use of the land under the sidewalk for a 
basement. The same committee recom- 
mended that W. & J. Wi^^on's request 
for a concrete gutter in front of 
the Victoria hotel at a cost of 
$75 be granted when funds were 
available. Tliia report was adojited, 
as was also one from the sewerage com- 
mittee reconiniending that the perma- 
nent eewer on Maulure street bo ex- 
tended at a total cost of .$'J00, so that 
Aniicla College might bo connected. 

Mr. J. L. Woods, of tho Uoniinion 
I'ublishing Company, was given a grant 
towards having the city advertised in 
the book "Canada, From Ocean to 
Ocean." and the citiisens' advertiaiug 
committee were given a grant of .$250 to- 
wards the /t^nd Tor advertising the, city 
ae an advftiitageoaa place to outfit for 
the Yukon'. 

Aid. McCandleaa waa aorry the city 
could not afford to give more to the citi- 
/.ons' committeOf and on his motion it 
was decided to recommend to the incom- 
ing council that the further sum of 
$1,000 be granted. ^ 

A recommondatiou from the cemetery 
committee was adopted making the care- 
taker's allowance for December, January 
and February for tho extra graves over 
seventeen instead of twenty as at prt- 
aent. In this connection a vote of 
thanks waa accorded Aid. Stewart for 



putting in order the monument to Hugh 
Lloyd Jones, withont cost to the city. 

Thia cloaed the buaineaa and the^coun* 
cil adjourned. 

IS BE A BEEWER! 

The gueatlon Which Is Being Asked in tbe 
Kurth Perjury Cases, 

The preliminary hearing of the charge 
of perjury miide i)y ,Joe .Smiih against 
HiM inaii Kurth aial hin sou bids fair to 
lake up a long time. Yesteiday Magis- 
trate Jlacrae sat in the police court from 
half ])a8t three to half paat six listening 
to the evidence for tho prosecution 
against Mr. ICurth, senior, and Mr. 
Liudley Creaae, who appears for Mr. 
Smith, intimated that probably ho 
would have quite a number of other 
witnesses yet. Mr. J. P. Walls appeared 
for the defence. As has already been 
stated, the charge is that the Kurths in 
a county court case committed perjury 
by Hwearing that Smith ia not. a brewer. 

Yesterday Mr. James M. Wilson was 
on the stand along time giving evidence. 
Fie had been JUr. Leaby'a book-keeper 
before the Johuaon street brewery was 
changed to the Milwaukee Brewing Co., 
and since then bad still been employed 
by Mr. Leahy to lock after his accounts. 
Mr. Wilson said that Smith had done 
the brewing before tlie concern had been 
taken over by the new couiiian}' and for 
some months after. Herman Kurth did 
not do the brewing and Hans Kurth had 
acted as an assistant to ,Smith. Mr. 
Wilson said ho had a scientihc know- 
ledge of brewing and in answer to the 
magistrate said that ho would not con- 
sider a man a brewer who had 
only had eleven months cxi)erience as a 
lad and then Home small exj)erience sev- 
eral years afterwards. In answer 
to Mr. Crease, Mr. Wilson stated that a 
man could do very well in brewing by 
rule of thumb, unless some difficulty 
cropped up. 

Mr. Samuel Clay had been present at 
the County court case, and heard Mr. 
Kurth give evidence. As the witness put 
it Mr. Kurth seemed " to be trying to 
depreciate Joe's abilities as a brewer in 
order to beat him out of his wages." 
Herman Kurth in his evidence then 
said Smith was not a brewer, and that 
his son Hans did the brewing. Mr. Clay 
considered Smith made good beer. Mr. 
Clay said that Mr. Kurth had told him 
that Smith did the brewing. 

Xext came .Mr. .lolm l.awson, who 
had been an employee of tho brewery. 
Me said Smith liad done the brewing. 
Mr. William Nicholas was also called, 
and stated that Mr. Kurth admitted to 
him that .Smith was a good brewer. 

The case will be proceeded with on 
Monday next.

At present 50 
pounds of explosives can be stored in 
one building and he believes that this 
should be reduced to one half and that 
the line for neglecting to comply with 
the law should be nunisliablo by a fine 
with a limit of $500 instead of $25 as at 
present.

SMALL HOLDINGS. 

To THE Editor:— In your impression 
of the 8ih inat. appeared a letter from 
Mr. Alex. Begg on the above subject, 
and to which 1 would like to add a few 
words. lie says " the jirovince requires 
a large peasant population," a sentence 
which aa we con8i<lcr it in all its bear- 
ings expands into very large meaning 
and is of greater importance to this 
country than all the wealth of the 
Yukon gold region, because a virtuous 
and industrious iieasaiicry gives tlie 
moral and physical stamina ujion which 
the life and 'progress of the race de- 
pends. 

Let US look at the mother country. 
There is I^ondon with its v-ast popula- 
tion and whose science and pliilan- 
thropy have done all that is poaaible to 
promote health and lon^ life and yet it 
has no vitality from within, and as has 
tieen fhown by an eminent authority if 
iiie stream of fiesh blood which flows to 
it 1 om the country were cut off, within 
thii;e generations it would be a cily 
w.i,hout inlmbitanta. The country there 
ia the nursery that supplies it with men 
and women and also supplies the guar- 
dians oi the Empire — the army and 
nnv\ — upon which we depend for our 
safety and prestige amongst the nations 
of the earth. What then can bo of 
greater imjiortance to this great country 
still in its infancy than to increase the 
number of those upon whom must de- 
pend its progresi3 and the realization of 
all its possibilities. Men coming to this 
country and bringing in their character 
and pursuits all that is best in the 
Anglo Saxon race and with a love for the 
home in which they were reared and all 
the hallowed and endearing associations 
of early life, and one of such a class 
when he settles in his forest homo finds 
much toJIremind him of all that was 
dear and precious in the past and so 
gives a charm to his surroundings and a 
love for his work, and that means un 
tiring energy and well directed ell'ort to 
be crowned sooner or later by succeas, 

Yea, woe to tho man who by contact 
with this wicked world or by the in- 
fluence of his moral environment has 
feeling or sentiment ossified or obliter 
ated in his nature, for not only has he 
parted with a guardian angel next in 
power to religion itself but loses much of 
\<'hat gives life its chief charm and best 
solace. 

We want the mother country to give 
ua such number of her sons as we re 

(|uire to clear and cultivate the virgin 
soil which is waiting for them. >Ien 
who will not only "make the desert 
blossom aa the rose" but in their 
descendants supply a healthy stream of 
population for our cities and towns as 
they grow and so keej) them free aa far 
as pusaiblo from those moral defects 
which we see in tho aociai life, in the 
municipal, political and judicial instit'.'- 
tions of an adjacent country. It was 
once said that America has been the 
dumping ground for all the raacalily of 
l']uropo for more than a century, and no 
doubt lo this cause may be traced much 
of w hat honest Ambrican writers them- 
selves deplore. This is a danger which 
we shall not for along time yet bo sub- 
jected to, nor until our city population 
growB to a much larger extent ; tho 
human parasite <loe8 not seek his prey in 
the primeval forest, ho knows that "Ciod 
made the country anil the devil made 
the town," and so as he is related to the 
architect of tho latter he prefers the 
busy haunts of men, but oven here, if 
there is a liijjh moral toni: and the prin- 
ciplea of honour and honeaty liervadiiig 
the community, his depredations are less 
felt; and hero I do not mean more acts 
of fraud but that more subtle and daii- 
gerouB form which seeks sinister ends in 
the guise of virtue. 

I'rom what I have stated, and as every 
retlectini; mind will see, it is of surpass- 
ing importance that tbe men who reach 
our shores as settlers shall be men of the 
right stamp — men who shall raise and 
preserve the moral standard in the com- 
munity in which they dwell, and shall 
have in thetiiselvoH the elements of buc- 
cess and who will regard ditliculties 
merely as tho meana of showing how 
tliev can be overcome. 

There can he no doubt tho government 
of the country is deairous of doing every- 
thing possible to encourage audi a class 
of settlers, but feels as a rich father 
sometimes does toward* his sona. Aa a 
father his feelings would prompt him to 
spend part of his fortune in promoting 
their well-being in life, but is deterred 
by the fear wbioh he has reason for, 
that snch aid would lessen their motive 
and power for individual effort, and by 
which alone he made bis own position 
in society. Still I think there are vari- 
ous ways, aa your correspondent poiiila 
out, in which settlers could be beiielited 
and encouraged by the government with- 
out in any way lessening I heir indopend- 
enco and capacity for individual elforts, 
and I will mention one of thoae which I 
have not seen noticed by any writer on 
this subject.

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the settler is the long lime it takes be- 
fore he can get anything from the soil, 
taking generally from three to four years 
before a ten-acre holding can keep him 
and bis family, and as a rule the most 
suitable men as settlers have not the 
means to carry them over this time. A 
man may get occasional work, and tho 
only help many at present have, but 
when he is so employed it takes him of 
course away from his holding, where he 
would need' to be every de.y in tho year 
wlipn weather jKirmits. If therefore 
thert^ was any means whereby the time 
of clearing a 'holding could be ahortened 
this would •lablo a lirgo number|ol 
settlers to come in which at i>resent can- 
not make the attempt, and this means 
can be furnished by the use of powder 
in removing the stumps of the trees cut 
down. 

A man single handed can fell a tree; 
he can burn it and can clear the ground 
of all but the big stump, which defies 
his strength. Of course ho can dig out 
all the small roots around it and pile 
them on with other wood to burn it 
where it stands, but some of the largest 
stumps will take a man a whole week to 
accjinplish this, while a charge of pow- 
der costing about a dollar will do the 
same thing with halt an hour's work. 
Those Blumpa remaining in tho ground 
—and one can see many holdings dotted 
with them— is a eerioua loaa of ground 
besidea great obstacles in the way of cul- 
tivation. N'ow, Bupposlng tlie govern- 
ment were to grant a settler with limited 



meana aufllcient priwder to clear his 
idace, this would at least enable him to 
accomplish aa much in one year as he 
can do by hand lalior in three, and the 
coat to the government would not be 
great, say from .'foO to :ft)0 for a ten-acre 
holding, and an oflicer appointed in each 
district could inspect such holding and 
issue a certificate for what was retjnired, 
and thus such governmont aid would not 
only serve the very parpose^for which it 
was intended, bat would stimulate nnd 
encourage tbe settler to renewed ef- 
fort.

The " Warrimoo's" Many PBsseu- 
gers— Conclusion of the Collis- 
ter Inquiry. 



The Western Australian miners, to- 
gether with representatives from every 
walk in life froiu New South Wales, Vic- 
toria and New Zealand, are preparing to 
start within the next three months for 
the ice-bound gold fields of the Klon- 
dy ke» The rush from beyond the eouth- 
ern aeaa will at the lowest possible esti- 
mate number many thousands, and in 
the ordinary course of events the outlit- 
ting of this small army of Yukon-bound 
immigrants ehould be an important 
factor in the spring trade of this city and 
Vancouver. 

A shadow of doubt upon this being the 
caee haa, however, been caat by the 
Auatralian manngera of the Canadian- 
Australasian line in their declarations 
of intentions from headquarters at 
Sydney. It was when the Warrimoo 
arrived at this New South Wales port 
on her last voyage from this city that the 
announcement was made which ia cal- 
culated to make British Columbia mer- 
chants ajiprehonsive in regard to the 
outfitting of the new arrivals from this 
quarter, although the oflicials of the line 
here seem inclined to discredit the au- 
thenticity ol tlie information. Upon 
asking for information as to the pros- 
pects of a rush to the new Canadian gold 
iielda, a Sydney Morning Heiald reporter 
was informed at the offices of the line in 
the New South VValea capital that : 

"No inducements were at present be- 
ing held out to inquirers, by the com- 
pany's officials, as it would be nothing 
abort of cruelty to encourage persons 
at present to ruah from Sydney 
across to the Arctic gold Holds, 
as they could not by any eil'ort 
they might put forth reach the gold- 
tields in the frozen state of the country. 

" A railway is now projected by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company," 
continued the official quoted, '• which 
will greatly facilitate the transport of 
goods and people; and as Boon as the 
place is accessible the steamers of the 
Canadian- AuBtralasian line will probab- 
ly run the intending miners up the 
coast north of Vancouver (to Dyea or 
Skagway) landing them at a convenient 
point from which to make the land or 
river journey." 

That Buch an arrangement would ap- 
pear very attractive to those in Auetral- 
aaia who have contracted the Klondyke 
fever cannot be denied. They will discov- 
er, nevertbeleaflsthat it is neither practical 
nor expedient. To retain their subsidy 
the steamers must deliver the mails 
promptly here and in Vancouver, while 
it is essential to the main business of 
the road that freights be handled with 
e<iual promptitude. Hence it ia certain 
that running " direct " to Dyea, Skag- 
way or the Stickeen ia out of the iiues- 
tion. 

It would, too, be the adverse of ad- 
vantageous for the immigrants to outfit 
elsewhere than in Victoria, where they 
have the advantage of intelligent selec- 
tion based upon extended experience 
and intimate knowledge of the require- 
menta of the country to be invaded. 
Australian merchants cannot be expected 
to graep the necesaitiea of a peculiarly 
conditioned section such as the 
Upper Yukon district, as radi- 
cally dillerent from their own 
as night from day. Even should 
the steamsbip company carry out the 
plan outlined by thoir Sydney represen- 
tatives, the wise onea among the im- 
migrants will insist upon being landed 
here in the first place, to proceed North 
bv any of the frequent coasters after 
outlitting intelligently and in the best 
equipped market. 

To inipresB this fact upon the public 
mind ia part of the plan of a party of 
three passengers who sailed for .Sydney 
by the Warrimoo yesterday. They are 
aieasrs. II. 0. Galloway, C. Lean and E, 
Davis, who propose touring the Aus- 
tralasian colonies under the auspices of 
the British Columbia Board of Trade, 
delivering an illustrated lecture upon 
the Yukon gold fields and the routes 
leading thither, emphasizing Victoria's 
superior advantagea as an outfitting 
point, and disseminating jirinted infor 
mation bearing upon liio qiieationB of 
outlining and transportatioa facilities. 

They have aa f'-llow p<i6H"iinera for the 
voyajie Messrs. I), ami E. Long and 
Mrs. S. Long from tiiie city, who are 
bound for Sydney ; Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Crockett of Boston, rt ho also took pas- 
sage here, anrl intend iiiitkiiig their 
lioine in Sydney ; Mr. F. K. VVincli of 
Nanaimn, who is going to Honolulu ; 
Mr. .'V. S,)eiry, who arrived from Port- 
land, O e., veel^rday, and is on his way 
to Wellingtuii. N.Z. ; Mr. S. W. Auder- 
pon, also of Portland, and bound for 
Sv'iiiiey ; Mr, S. Zupplin, of Victoria, 
Aho io leturning to Hawaii, his native 
l.iiid ; Mr. C. \V. Crawford, another Vic- 
tuiian diponibarking at the Hawaiian 
impital ; Mrs, L. M. Ilemans, of Seattle, 
for Honolulu; four Ciiinese house- 
servants from this city, engaged by the 
(Governor of Suva through his friend 
.■Vdmiral I'alliser; ."MeSBra. J. 11. and J. 
J. Smith, of Victoria, en route to New 
South Wales; Mr. G. R. Dods, of this

These are only the few of her passen- 
gers that the Warrimoo received here, a 
larger complement having joined the 
ship at Vancouver. Included in the 
Victoria freight consignments were 
thirty tons of canned salmon and one 
hundred and fifty tons of paper, the lat- 
ter from the Portland mills. 

THE NORTH EUN KLEKT. 

Steamship Corona, sailing for the 
North on Sunday, had but two pasaen- 
eers from this city, Mrs. J. P. Mori and 
her child, who disembark at Skagway. 
The steamer had a full complement of 
pasaengers and cargo from the Sound. 
The steamer City of Seattle ia due about 
Saturday of this week from Dyea, Skag- 
way and other Northern porta, to which 
she will not return before mid-Decem- 
ber. The Rosalie, North-bound, calls 
here on Thursday, several passengers 
and n considerable freight being booked 
for her. 

COLlilSTKR INQUIRY CLOSBD, 

The evidence in connection with the 
charges against Captain R. Collister, 
government inspector of hulls, has at 
last been completed and transcribed, 
and all documents in the caae have been 
forwarded to Ottawa by the resident 
agent of the marine department. The 
long and vexatious delay in the comple- 
tion of the inquiry is ascribed mainly to 
delay in the extension of the shorthand 
notes. An early decision is now looked 
for, however. 

SALMON SirlPS .MOVINCi, 

The Lome, after taking to sea from 
Nanaimo the coal laden aliip Sintram, 
returned to port yesterday, and was im- 
mediately engaged to tow the Lebu up 
to Steveston, where she receives salmon 
cargo.

O.P.N. Steamer Maude, Capt. Douglas 
Brown, returned yesterday from Tesada 
Island, whence she brought half a dozen 
sucks of good ore from the property of 
the Puget Sound Iron Works Co. This 
ore ia to be shipped to San Francisco for 
a mill test, and if this is satisfactory de- 
velopment on a large scale will be taken 
in hand at once.

Messrs. Dal!)y A Claxton, the local 
agents of the Farallon, have received no 
advice of a delay to that steamer in con- 
seiiuence of the slight mishap to her 
machinery reported from Nanaimo Sat- 
urday. From which it is concluded that 
the steamer has proceeded on her voyage 
north.

IN DEPEND E OF lOOTBAili. 

The President of HarvarU Sperts Against 
the Movement for Its Suppression. 

Bos-rON, Nov. 22.— President Elliot of 
Harvard makes the following statement 
over his signature: "The grounds on 
which arguments are based for the legal 
prohibition of inter-collegiate football 
do not seem sufficient, in my mind, to 
warrant favor. I understand that a bill 
has been passed in the Georgia legisla- 
ture making the playing of football a 
crime, simply on the ground that serious 
and sometimes fatal accidents are liable 
to occur in severely fought contests. 
The direct cause for the passing of the 
bill was, I believe, the death of a football 
player, who was injured in the game be- 
tween the Georgia UniveraUy and the 
University of Virginia. 

"But if wo stop to consider other 
sports, we find that there are, every 
year, serious accidents in baseball, box- 
ing, fencing and other gymnasium 
games. Rowing and sailing are enjoy- 
able pastimes, yet one reads of many 
drownings every year. This does not 
seem to lessen the interest in rowing or 
sailing. 

" Everybody cannot play football, it is 
only the strong and well built men who 
can expect to play the game with any 
degree of success. Therefore I do not 
favor football for everybody. It is, of 
course, a valuable exercise to those who, 
as I say, are able to play it. So I think 
football shoald not be prohibited with- 
out just cause. I have never heard of 
any city or state ordinance prohibiting 
the playing of the came before the bill in 
Georgia was passed, and I repeat that the 
grounds on which the passage of that 
bill were efi'ected are not eufficient."
